This morning we woke up to the first day of the month that is 
supposed to have a lot of wet weather waiting for us.. Remember 
those April showers? 

It seems this is a good time, then, to brush away any of the 
clouds that may still be drifting between you and a clear picture 
of rationing. So grab your hats, hold on tight, and let’s take a 
quick trip through a rationing roundup. 

First, all out for a bird’s-eye view of gasoline. Before a person 
is eligible for a ration card, he must be certain that his car and all 
the tires are registered in his name. After a time, when he finds 
himself face to face with the need of a ration card renewal, he 
should contact his county rationing board for the proper forms, 
fill these out, and return them to the board. In a few days, he'll 
be driving around on his new ration card. 


Procedure for Obtaining 


Additional Gas Given 

He won't be able to do much driving, though, except what his 
business requires, because the cut in the value of “A” coupons in 
the eastern states to approximately one and a half gallons a week 
means he'll only be driving about 90 miles a month. 

Of course, there are a good many people who can’t get along 
with only an “A” ration, and they are the ones who should apply 
for supplementary rations.. Don’t apply for this additional gas, 
though, unless you can prove you really need it. Guy Kelcey, 
regional ODT administrator, announced recently that persons who 
are members of car-sharing clubs, and who aren’t able to use 
public transportation, will have a much better chance of renewing 
their supplementary cards than the people*who don’t make these 
efforts to conserve their gasoline. 

Speaking of gasoline, we'd better find out just who the lucky 
people are who can go shopping for new automobiles. 

All 1942 cars and new-1941 cars are on the rationed list.

When Buying New Auto 

To buy any of the rationed automobiles, though, there are a 
couple of preliminaries which you must attend to. First, you will 
have to establish the fact that you need the car, and second, you 
must hold a “C” card. Proving that you need the car involves a 
couple of concrete facts; you must either have driven your present 
car more than 40,000 miles, or your present car must be older than 
a 1939 model. 

There is another way that new automobiles may be bought. 
Cars. costing $1,500 or more may be purchased by people who are 
gainfully employed, even though their work is not counted as an 
essential industry, providing they can establish the fact that they 
do need the car. Whether or not they need the car is determined 
in the same way for these automobiles as for the others. 

And now we've either bought a new car’, or, what’s more likely,

‘A’ Card Holders Must Inspect 


Tires Every Six Months e 

Holders of “A” cards must have their tires inspected every six 
months; the deadline for the first inspection was yesterday, so you 
won't have to worry about that again for quite a while to come. 
Holders of “B” cards must visit an official OPA tire inspection sta- 
tion every four months after the first inspection, which should have 
been attended to by February 28. Holders of “C’ cards will, nat- 
urally, have to have their tire inspections even oftener, which means 
an examination every three months after the first inspection, which 
was also completed by February 28. 

After these inspections, a few of us may find that our tires 
aren't holding up quite as-well as we had thought, and a recap is 
in order. To get one of these, all you need to do'now is to present 
to the recapper the certificate you were given by the Wy spector, 
which states that you do need the recapping done. No‘red tape 
to that. 

Do you have all the wrinkles in point rationing about ironed out 
by this time? Let’s take a quick glance at it just to be sure. 

The blue stamps in your War Ration Book No. 2 are probably 
almost second nature to you by this time, since you have now been

Questions Are Answered 

Institutional registrations have already been taken care of by

The first question we have to answer is: “Do I need to register 
in the institutional class?” If you daily serve eight or more persons 
in your home who are not all members of your family, employes or 
servants, the answer is “Yes.” Unless you serve 50 or more people 
per day, however, you will use the pooled book system, which means 
that you should collect ration books from every person who eats at 
abated establishment and use these to buy the necessary rationed 
articles. 

Serving 50 or more people will entitle you to a certficate. and 
you will use this to buy your processed fruits and vegetables instead 
of the individual books of your boarders. ,

Some Pointers Offered 
On Rationing of Meat 


If you served a daily average of eight or more persons during 
December, 1942, and more than 20 per cent of the meals were 
eaten by people who didn’t live on the premises of your boarding 
house, you should register your establishment as a restaurant. This 
means that you will not use the pooled book system, but will be 
given a certificate with which to do your rationed buying. 

While we are on the subject of point rationing, we shouldn't 
forget that important phase of it which became a part of our living 
routine last Monday. That is, of course, the rationing of meats 
butter, and other edible fats and oils. : s 

Since Monday, red coupons A have been good: next Monday, 
stamps B Will become good; the following Monday coupons C will 
become good, ard the next Monday, coupons D will be good. Now, 
the confusing part of this system is that. although the stamps be- 
come good on different days, all four expire on the same day; that is

A Program of Reason 

Seven courses of action for relief of the 
labor shortage in American agriculture have 
been »2nnounced by President Roosevelt. It is 
unnecessary to list all seven here. They were 
explained in detail in The Constitution of 
Wednesday. : 

While the program has special reference to 
workers for dairy farms, it will ease the situa- 
tion in all classes of farming, by making avail- 
able thousands of workers who have hitherto 
been banned from such work for various 
reasons. 

There has been a lot of hysteria in connec- 
tion with the farm labor problem of recent 
months. Exaggerated statements, on both sides 
of the issue, have been frequent. Too many 
congressmen, in debating various proposals 
touching on this problem have allowed them- 
selves to be swayed by political reasons rather 
than by calm appraisal of actual conditions. 

It is, therefore, encouraging to find a pro- 
gram, such as that announced by the Presi- 
dent, which approaches the question calmly and 
without prejudice, which offers means for 
solution based upon reason rather than upon 
emotion and hysteria. 

The problem, we all know, is serious. But 
we need have no doubts that it will be solved 
in proper manner and that American farmers 
will find, when the production seasons are 
over for 1943, that new records in the produc- 
tion of foods will have been made.

Announcement of establishment of a United 
States naval operating base at Casablanca, on 
the west coast of Africa, is but the official 
confirmation of an action that was anticipated 
in all our minds.

POSTWAR POSSIBILITIES Mr. Anthony Eden has left 
Washington. His talks with Mr, 


Roosevelt are completed. Next comes the talks with the Russians. 
It would be most amazing if Mr. Roosevelt were to turn up in 
Moscow for the talks, but that is perhaps beyond the bounds of 
possibilities. Except that one does not safely 
connect the impossible with Mr. Roosevelt. 
One may assume that the talks wil! provide 
for a base of understanding on which tnis 
country, Russia, England and Cnina will 
operate. | 
One may assume that another important 
topic is what must be done with Germany when 
the war is won. 


We set up a republic before. It failed. The 
fact that it failed must be laid at the door of 
selfishness on the part of the Allies as much 
as it must be laid at the door of the Junkers 
class which opposed it and sabotaged it as much 
as they could. 

The infant German republic, lacking entire- 
ly any democratic tradition or experience, re- 
ceived little economic help. True, we did tend 
it three billion dollars with which to buy about 
a billion and a half dollars’ worth of our goods. 

That was in the period when the disastrous Smoot-Hawley Act was 
beginning to operate. 

We threw away billions in those days with the hearty approval 
of the gentlemen who later were to be so horrified at the use of 
billions in WPA projects. (For the sole benefit of needy Americans.) 


The German republic never*had a chance. The odds are it 
would never have been anything but a charge on the Allied nations. 
But it is fair to say it never had‘a chance. Even in the days when 
Hitler was coming up and could have been kicked into oblivion, 
England and France ignored appeals for some help for the wobbling 
republic. That is all water over the dam and comes under the head 
of past mistakes. It does not mean we will make them again. 


At least, one may hope it means that. 


PLANS FOR GERMANY It is believed that Stalin and Eng- 


land believe that Germany should 
be divided up after the war. That is to say, the Prussian Junkers 
would be eliminated and stripped of their powers and small 
German states set up to operate under separate governments, but 
with a joint economic program. There would be no tariffs and 
no restrictive nationalistic programs. 
Presumably, these small nations would 
access to all the provisions of the Four Freedoms. 
mean trade and access to raw materials and markets 


On the surface, that looks even more difficult than setting up a 
new republic, but the facts are that Germany bears the onus of 
beginning, with ideas of world conquest, two world wars within 
the span of a little more than a quarter century. 


There were other factors, of course, but, nevertheless, the fact 
remains that Germany bears the blame. I think this is a proper 
conception, even though the course which brought Germany to 
war was accelerated by the actions of all the great powers. 


There is something within the German people themselves which 
makes them easily led toward violence. They have the “uber alles” 
psychology and that makes them susceptible to any “fuehrer’” who 
comes along with grandiose ideas. 

The people, generally, will approve cutting up Germany into 
the old Germany of many separate states. They will be eager to 
see Japan reduced to her islands, with Korea and Formosa as sep- 
arate governments under protection of the Allies. 

Russia’s position and attitude is of the utmost importance. 


NOT WITHOUT RUSSIA It would be amusing—if it were 


not so tragic—to see so many per- 
sons trying to build a world of the future which does not include 
Russia. 

They are, nevertheless, busy at it. They are writing columns 
about the danger of Communism—and forgetting all about the dan- 
ger of Naziism. They forget all about the war and the winning of it 
to write of how bad the Russian government is. 

Now, no one dislikes any dictatorship—Russian or German— 
more than I. No one believes more honestly in the capitalistic 
system of governments as being the one which potentially can 
supply the most good for all the people. There must be freedom of 
speech and of assembly to have a proper life. 

But, the Russian people—even those who are not communistic— 
believe in their country enough ta die tor it in great numbers. 
We see now that all the years we spent believing the propaganda 
ot the White Russians that all one needed to break down that 
government was one small chance, was false. 

Russia and the Russian government have come of age with this 
war. There they are. It.is impossible to create a world of the 
future which does not include them. : 

Still, one may see the effort gaing on. A few in congress, a 
few writers, a few industrialists, apparently believe there can be a 
world in which Russia does not exist. 

That is so futile and so wrong as to be both shameful and tragic. 
We can go our way with our own government. We have never 
shown any inclination to adopt their form of government. And 
never will. But, it will be a ghastly error to close ourseives up in 
a world which does not include a practical @¢conomic and State 
Department co-operation with Russia, China and England.

“When you tell us something is wrong, also tell us how to correct it.” 

That sounds just and plausible, but it doesn’t make sense. 
Everybody can see a general's failure, and be reasonably certain of 
his incompetence, but ordinary laymen cannot tell him how to pian 
his battles. They have no training in his profession. Must they 
therefore keep silent and helplessly await defeat and ruin? | 

War is the concern of all people whose fate depends on the 
outcome; and if a military leader is incompetent, it is the right and 
duty of all citizens to criticize him. They cannot plan abler strategy, 
but they can demand an abler strategist. 

It isn’t likely that any ordinary citizen, having no information 
except that gleaned from newspapers and magazines, could tel! the 
President and his appointed helpers and the industrialists and all 
other “key men” the wisest and most efficient way to manage their 
jobs. 

But to every person who understands and cares, it is clearly 
apparent that we are not doing our best to win the war. We are 
not making war as England and Russia are. We are trying to win— 
or hoping to win—as people did in the old days, by sending soldiers 
to fight on distant fields while everybody else remains safely at 
home, making money and speeches and waving flags, but avoiding 
hardship and sacrifice. : 

Our people as a whole simply aren’t willing to pay the price of 
early victory, and our officials—playing politics and quarreling 
for power and tangling themselves in red tape—are unwilling or 
unable to do what is necessary to harness the nation’s man power 
and energies for total war. 


Where the fault lies may be debatable, but these things are 


certain. Nobody else can win the war for us; we can win only by 
crushing the enemy with overwhelming power: we haven't yet de- 
veloped such power or more than a fraction of it; and neither in 
Washington or anywhere else are we doing our utmost to develop it. 
The Roosevelt of 1932 might have inspired the blazing enthusiasm 
and determination and consecration necessary to early victory, but 
the Roosevelt of 1943 is busy with global strategy. and lesser leaders 
are busy planning to win the peace instead of thé war. 

We have dark and bloody days ahead, and they will grow darker 
and bloodier until somebody or something arouses the nation and 
overcomes the inertia, indifference, inefficiency and self-seeking 


disunity that now shackle our war effort.

Oil That Sinks 

Now Proposed 


| WASHINGTON, March 31.—(P) 
Use of a fuel that sinks—a col- 
loidal combination of one-third 
‘coal and two-thirds oil—would 
lessen ‘Sére danger at ‘sea, the Bu- 
reau of Mines. reported today, 
while ashore if would save 15,- 
000,000 barrels of residual fuel oil 
‘a year in war industries east of 
the Mississippi. 

The saving of oil in the eastern 
shortage area would be 
|greater if 40 per cent of coal was 
used in the combination, the bu- 
reau said in a report made public 
by Representative Hartley, Repub- 
lican, New Jersey, chairman of a 
committee which held hearings on 
ithe subject. 

Coal required to save the 15,- 
000,000 barrels of oil was estimat- 
ed at 3,000,000 tons. The cost per 


barrel to manufacture, excluding 
cost of the product, would be 19 


cents, the bureau found. 
“Vessels on the high seas ope- 


rating on colloidal fuel, attacked 
by submarines, will be robbed of 
much of the danger to human life 
because the release of the fuel to 
the ocean waters will result in the 
fuel sinking and thus preventing 
‘the surface fires that have caused 
‘the high injury and death risks 
to crew members who have had 


to jump into the water to avoid 
sihking with the boat,” the bureau 
added.

Administration today decreed) 
maximum prices for used trucks, | 
ambulances, buses and other used | 
commercial motor vehicles. In 
some cases the ceiling prices were) 
only a fraction of current market | 
quotations. | 

The new régulations, effective 
April 26, sets the top legal price 
of any of these vehicles at a per- 
centage of its original delivered 
price. Depending on age and part-| 
ly on whether the vehicle has been 
reconditioned, the percentages 
range from 26 to 97 of “new cost.” 

These percentages, OPA said, 
are “expected to halt the activities 
of speculators which have resulted 
in some instances in prices which | 
are 200 per cent or more over the, 
normal value of the used truck.” 

Exempted From Order. 

Exempted from the order are or- 
dinary passenger automobiles, tax- 
icabs, station wagons and farm 
tractors. However, officials said 
they were studying the possibility 
of similar action on these vehicles.
